railway commissions. The statutes 
and orders of these bedles are to re- 
main binding upon the ratlrords only 
so long as Mr. McAdoo approves. 

When he decides that rates should 
be revised upward or downward, or 5 
that national or state regulations 
should he charged, all he will have to 
do ig to Issue an order putting the 
change Into effect. and that order, un- 
der the president's proclamation, “shall 
have paramount authority and be obey- 
ed as such.” 

The regular dividends hitherto de- 
clared and the Interest upon bonds and 
other obligations are to be paid as 
usual, unless Mr. McAdoo should de- 
termine otherwise, but all renewals 
and extensions of maturing obllga- 
tlons can be made by the roads only 
wlth the approval of the director gen. 
eral. 


Why McAdoo Was Chosen. 

The president says he and Secretary 
of War Baker, in whose name the ex- 
ecutive takes possession of the lines, 
are agreed that existing circumstances 
make advisable the appointment of Mr.

Wilson’s Assumption of Control 
of Railroads Is Long Step 
Toward Efficiency. 


GREAT POWERS FOR M’ADOO 


Secretary Baker Prodded by Senate 
Committee—Teutonic Peace Sug- 
gestions Made by Count Gzernin 

in Reply to the Russian Bo!- 
sheviki Proposals,

The great event of the week, for the 
United States and, indirectly for the 
allied cause, was President Wilson's 
action iu assuming control of the rail- 
ways and steamship lines within the 
borders of this country. This step, 
Mr. Wilson said, had become impera- 
tlvely necessary because this is a war 
of resources no less than of men, and 
in order that the resources of America 
be completely mobilized the transpor- 
tation systems of the country must be 
organized and operated under a single 
nuthority. 

This single authority Is William G. 
McAdoo, secretary of the treasury, 
who wuss appointed director general 
because, as the president expressed it, 
“his practical @&perience peculiarly 
fits him for the service and his author- 
ity as secretary of the treasury en- 
ables him to co-ordinate as no other 
mun could the many financial inter- 
ests which will be involved.” Mr. Me- 
Adoo assumed contro] at neon Friday: 


Not only rail and steamship Hnes 
are included in the president's proc- 


, lamation, but also all terminals, sleep- 


ing and parlor cars, private cars and 
car lines, railroad elevators and ware- 
houses, railroad telegraph and _ tele- 
phone lines and interurban electric 
lines carrying freight only. Stockhold- 
ers of railroads are guaranteed a profit 
equal at least to the average profits 
during the three fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1917, which will be about 5.21 
per cent on the capltal investment. 


Step Is Generally Commended. 


General and hearty approval was 
given President Wlison's action, alike 
by railway officials, financiers and the 
public, The first numed gave assur- 
nance of their earnest co-operation with 
Director General McAdoo, and in near- 
ly every Instance declared thefr be- 
lief that the plan adopted would be 
entirely satisfactory. They had known 
for some time that some such thing 
must he done, for the committee of 
executives that has been In large meas- 
nre directing the operation of ratlways, 
hough deing excellent and disinter- 
ested work, had heen unable to solve 
the problem of equitable distribution 
of earnings. Complete unlty of opera- 
tien will permit of this, and will re- 
sult In more eMcle ct conduct than has 
been passible heretofare, 

It fs probable thar, under Mr. Me- 
Adoo'’s direction, competition for earn- 
ings being eliminated, many competing 
trains will be withdrawn and passen- 
fer traffie will be largely curtatled. 
There will be a general shifting of 
rolling stock and much freight equip- 
ment will be sent to eastern. terrt- 
tory from the South and West to re- 
Heve the congestion of transportation 
of war materials. Naturally, every- 
thing else will be subordinated to the 
war needs of the nation. It is not un- 
likely that passenger rates will be 
raised to three cents a mile. 

The one element of the population 
that may not entirely approve of gov- 
arninent control is the railway broth- 
erhoods, Thelr opportumity to en- 
force by strike thelr demands for in- 
creased puy has vanished, though it 
is only fair to assume that their loyal- 
ty and patriotism would not have per- 
initted them to the up the country’s 
transportation. The heads of the 
brotherhoods were called to the White 
House to confer with the president on 
their requests for higher wages. The 
increases asked avernge about 40 per 
cent. What the government will grant 
of course is not yet known. In this 


matter, as In all others, Director Me: 
Adoo has plenary powers. Indeed, 
next to the president, he is now the 
most powerful official in the nation, his 
authority betng paramount to that of 
the interstate commerce comniission 
and the state railway cummission. 
He cun revise rates, determine divi- 
dends and even discharge and appoint 
directors and other officials. 

Senate Committee Prods Baker. 

Bureaucratic methods and the red 
tape in which they are entangled were 
rather mercilessly exposed in the in- 
quiry conducted by the senate commit- 
tee on military affairs, and as one re- 
sult the committee did precisely what 
President Wilson successfully opposed 
last summer when he defeated the 
plan to create a congressional commit- 
tee on the conduct of the war. After 


hearing that more than 20,000 men in ; 
r the army cainps are without overcoats 


and uearly 47,000 without wiluter 
blouses, the committee adopted a reso- 
jution asking Secretary Buker to sup- 
ply these deficiencies at once aud to 
permit camp cominanders to cut the 
red tape and purchase the garments 
wherever possible. The secretary of 
war also was requested -to ascertain 
whether any other serious shortages 
existed and if so, to obtain the sup- 
pies at once. Mr. Baker said he would 
take the action requested. 

The conimittee has been finding out 
a great many things that explain much 
of the exasperating and perilous delay 
in equipping our troops with arms, mu- 
nitions und other supplies and the 
good effects of the investigation are 
already apparent in the speeding up 
that ts being shown, 


Interesting Developments in Chicago. 


Without betraying government plans, 
it may be said that arrangements are 


being made to devote a great part of 


Chicago's manufacturing resources to 
the making of large caliber guns and 
finished shells. It was stated a local 
director of munitions might Le appoint- 
ed to apportion the war contracts, 
Another event of importance in Chl- 
cagos-important to the whole country 
—was the definite settlement, during 
the war, of all labor troubles at the 
stockyards. Through 
government officials an agreement was 
reached that there shall be no more 
strikes or lockouts and that all dif- 
ferences that cannot be adjusted by 
the compantes' general managers shall 
be referred to the United Stute’s ad- 
ministrator, whose decision shall be 
final. John E. Williams of Streator, 
famed for his success in handling la- 
bor troubles, was appointed adminis- 
trator by Secretary of Labor Wilson. 
It is understood that the agreement 
reached In this cuse represents the 


-policy the government intends to pur- 


sue In all pending labor disputes that 
affect the making or handling of war 
supplies. Union labor won a big point 
at Chicago in that the agreement pro- 
vides that the men and women at the 
yards can belong to unions {if they so 
desire,

was Suggested by Senators Sherman, 
Nelson and Bankhead = -hen Vice 
Chairman Stevens of the shipping 
board told the senate commerce com- 
mittee that between 200,000 and 300,- 
00) more men were needed to com- 
plete the board's program within the 
next yenr. Mr. Stevens, however, con- 
tended that conscription of labor would 
never be accepted by the American 
people. 

Christmas Peace Offer. 

Kaiser Wilhelm did not make his 
predicted Christmas peace offer. He 
did, however, deliver another of his 
bombastic proclamations to his armies, 
in which he gave the German soldiers 
high praise and added the statement 
that if his enemies would not consent 
to such perce terms as he has sug- 
gested in the past, Germany's fron 
fist and flaming sword would compel 
them to yield. At the same time 
Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister, was telling the peace 
conference at Brest-Litovsk that the 
c@itral powers were resolved to sign 
terms Immediately which will termin- 
ate the war on conditions that will be 
Just to all belligerents, without forcible 
annexations and Iindemnities. They 
approved, he said,.of the basic princl- 
ples uttered by the Russian delegates, 
but insisted these proposals could de 
realized only If all the belligerents ob- 
ligated themselves to adhere to the 
terms of such a peace. He said Ger- 
many could not allow the right of 
self-deterinination of centrol to be ap- 
piled in her colonial possesatohs.

The chairman of ‘the Russian dele 
gation declared (zernin's reply to the 
Russian proposals wus tncomplete and 
in some respects unsatisfactory. The 
bolsheviii leaders still seem to nope 
the entente allies and the United 
States will participate in the negotfa- 
tions they have started, but there are 
no present indications that this hope 
will be realized. Meanwhile Germany 
continues to remove vast numbers of 
troops from the east front to the west, 
ealinly Ignoring the impotent protests 
of Trotzky. 

Though Czernin's statement was 
made on behalf of all four of the Teu- 
tonic allies, it Is not at all pleasing 
to Bulgaria, King Ferdinand declares 
his country imends to hold what she 
has won. 

During the week the bolsheviki 
made little if any progress in their 
civil war against the Cossacks and the 
Ukrainians. The former kept up thelr 
fight in southern Russian and the lat- 
ter were reported to have occupied the 
| headquarters of the Fourth, Eighth 
| and Eleventh armies on the Roumanian 
{and southwestern fronts, disarming 
the troops that resisted them and seiz- 
! ing quantities of arms and supplies.

Trotzky and hta followers attempt- 
ed to fasten on Ambassador Francis 
and other American officials guilt of 
Lenguging in a plot to assist Kaledines, 
by sending to Rostoy motor cars and 
money consigned to the American Red 
Crass in Russia. Colonel Kolpash- 
nikoff, who had bought the ears in 
America, was thrown inte prison and 
the bolsheviki newspapers railed 
aguinst the Americans, Trotzky 
manided an explanation frem Mr. 
cis, and when {ft caine ft left him with 
no leg to stand on. However, he kepr 
the colonel locked up, and then it de- 
veloped that Kolpashnikoff was one of 
those who strictly examined Trotzky 
at Halifax when he was on his way to 
Russln—enter the element of personal 
enmity. The whole affair was a mare's 


nest, but on Thursday Trotzky tele-

San Salvador—Guatemala City, cap- 
ital of the republlc of Guatemala, haa 
been copletely destroyed by an earth- 
qauke. Many persons were killed in 
the disaster, some in their homes and 
others in the streets. 

Colon theater,, which was filled with 
people, collapsed. There were many 
casualties among the audience. Vart- 
ous hospitals, asylums and the prisons 
were badly damaged and many = pa- 
tients and prisoners were Killed. 

The railroad station, sugar mills, 
postoffice, the American and British 
legations. United States consulate 
and all the churches in the city have 
been leveled. 

Deepfissures oepned in the middla 
of the city. 

The inhabitants, in panic, have fled 
from the capital. More than 80,000 
persons afe homeless, The stock of 
provisions in the city is scant and ald 
is required promptly. 

Earthquakes have been prevalent. in 
Guatemala since the day after Christ- 
mas, when shocks were general 
throughout the republic. With eacn 
recurrent shock damage in Guatemala 
City, ,jthe caiptal of the republic, has 
grown more extensive. 

On December 27 it was reported 
that from 10 to 40 persons had been 
killed in disturbances of the previous 
night, while dispatches of Friday and 
Satruday indicated that 80 per cent of 
Gautemala City had been demolished 
and that thousands of persons were 
homeless. 

Martial law has been declared and 
good order was said to be prevail- 
ing. 

Gautemala has been the scene of 
many disasters, the result of earth- 
quakes. Since settlement of the coun- 
try in 1522 there have been more than 
50 voleanie eruptions and in excess of 
300) earthqaukes. : 

The original Gautemala City was 
} destroyed in 1541 and 8,000 inhabit- 
ants were killed by a deluge of water 
from a nearby volcano, which was 
rent by an earthquake. 

The second capital was destroyed 
by an earthquake in 1773. Houses of 
the present capital were built low in 
consegeunce of the liability to earth. 
quakes, :

| GERMAN REGISTRATION FEB. 4 


i Subjects of Kaiser to Be Listed de 
Police and Postmasters. 


Washington—The week of February 
4 has been set aside by the depart- 
ment of jpstice for registration of the 
half million un-naturalized Germans in 
the United States by police and post- 
masters, in pursuance of President 
Wilson's alien enemy proclamation di- 
recting this action, as a means of mini- 
mizing danger from enemy sympa- 
thizers in the United States. 

Registration will. involve the gath- 
ering of detailed information concern. 
ing the busness, relatives and habits 
of every German, together with his 
photograph and finger prints. After 
registering he must carry a certificate 
card, and may not change his placa 
of residence without approval of the 
! police or postmaster. Violation of the 
j regulations will be punishable by in- 
ternment for the war. 

Orders do not apply to German wo- 
men, nor to any persons under 14 


classed as alien enemies by law. Sub- 


jects of Austria-Hungary are not re- 
quired to register, 


BRITISH LOSE 3 DESTROYERS 


Sunk Off Dutch Coast—193 Members of 
Crew Perish. 


London—Thirteen officers’ and 186 
men were lost in the sinking of three 
Britsh destroyers by torpedoes or 
mines off the Dutch coast in one night 
last week, the admiralty annaunces.

“WORK FOR ALLIES 


Merchant Marine ts First Line of 
Naval Defense in This 
War. 


ARE FEEDING MANY LANDS 


Engilah Freighters Fight, U-Boats 
While Neutral Craft Ply to Safe 
Zones—Half Tonnage Working 
for France Sent by England. 


London—<An analysis of the pres- 
ent status of Great Britain’s merchant 
fleet as affected by the war will indl- 
cate more clearly than any statement 
heretofore issued the extent to which 
the merchant marine has been ab- 
sorbed into national service under the 
immediate control of the government. 

There is no more emphatic proof 
of the measure in which England has 
placed/her resources at the disposal of 
the war cause than this analysis of the 
merchant fleet's disposition. British 
ships are working for France, for Italy, 
for the unfortunate neutral states that 
would be threatened with starvation 
if the allles did not help to keep them 
alive. Troops, munitions, equipment, 
food supplies have been brought from 
all quarters of the world in Brilish+ 
ships, not exclusively for British cun-| 
sumption, but for all of Britain's al-! 
es and for neutrals, Without the! 
British merchant marine the world's | 
international commerce would be al-: 
most at a standstill. 

A famous authority on shipping and 
naval affairs recently pointed out that 
the merchant marine has become the 
first line of naval defense In this war3 
and it is literally true. .A majority of 
merchant ships are now armed, and 
therefore take the same chances as, 
warships. They are attacked by the | 
enemy on sight and they fight the en- 
emy on sight, 

Keep Out of Danger. 

Neutral vessels have sought the less 
dangerous zones of operation and ply 
their trade in waters far from the Ger- 
man submarine bases. where they may 
reasonably be certain to remain un- 
molested. To the British merchant fleet 
is left the uncomfortable duty of serv: | 
ing in those waters where submarines 
are thickest, where mines are strewn, 
where the Germans show the least con-/ 
cern for humanity, where every hour 
and every mile represents the serious, 
chance of death and destruction. i 

The French ministry of mercantile 
marine has issued a statement which 
sets forth the condition of the French 
merchant fleet. It is stated that the 
French merchant marine amounts to 
$4,167,000 tons, of which 2,100,000 tous 
has been loaned to Franfice by Grent 
Britain. Thus it appears that half the 
tonnage working for France is furntsh- 
ed by Great Britain. This is particu- 
larly interesting in view of the weil- 
known fact that French shipping has 
been dealt with rather tenderly by the 
German submarines. 

The greatest of French shipping cor- 
porations has been particularly fortu- 
nate in this regard, and a curious px 
planation of the fact is current {n both 
France and England, It is that thts 
corporation represents a large invest- 
ment by one of the most powerful and 
Influential religious orders of the Ro- 
man Catholic, and that the Germans 
have made it a policy not unnecessarily 
to give offense in this quarter. Seconi- 
ly, it is a matter of frequent note that 
certain French ships are always per- 
mitted to escape, while other vessels 
in the same waters are invariably at- 
tacked. 

Almost Cut Off, 

France is now almost as completely 
cut off from the privilege of commerce 
with her neighbors by land as is Grent 
Britain. To put it in the reverse, she 
is almost as dependable on shipping 
as England. Before the war, accord- 
ing to the French ministry of ‘marine. 
France imported by land 18,000,000 
tons annually, while last year her 
(mports by land amounted to only 1,- 
000,000. Inasmuch as the total of 
imports fa 1916 was 44,000,000 tons, the 
proportion received by Jand {is very 
small indeed. Inasmnch as France is 
at present much less capable of I!v- 
ing within itself than is England, by 
reason of the necessity particularly to 
import metals and coal, it may fairly 
be sald that France is even more de- 
pendent upon maintaining her touch 
vith the sea than is England, 

The Frenth government is co-operat- 
{ng with England in every possible 
way to increase the production of new 
tonnage; but France’s contribution 
must necessarily be small compared 
to those of England and the United 
States. x 

The French minister of marine said 
that Great Britain would shortly have 
to recall a part of the 700 vessels 
which she had lent to France. British 
needs are increasing rapidly, and no 
vessel will be recalled from the serv- 
{ce of an ally unless it is agreed be- 
tween the two countries that it is 
more necessary to England thun to the 
aly. 

The British nation before the war 
was importing 58,004.00 tons of goods 
a year, which fell to 43,000,000 tons in 
1916 and will be considerably further 
reduced this year. Before the war 
foodstuffs represented less than 25 per 
cent of the iniports; in 1916 two-thirds 
of all imports consisted of foodstuffs, 
munitions of war and the manufacture 
of war supplies,
